dred persons are believed to have per- 
ished in a fire which broke out during 
@& performance in the Novedades The- 
ater. More than 200 injured are under 
treatment at hospitals and emergency 
stations. 

The theater was packed to the doors 
with a typical Sunday audience for a 
performance of “La Mejor del Puerto,” 
when, during a brief intermission, 
there was a great burst of flames on 
the stage. 

The theater holds 3,000, and the ca- 
pacity audience rushed for the exits. 
The occupants of the stalls and boxes 
were able to leave before the flames 
spread into the auditorium, but those 
in the galleries were less fortunate and 
the exits were soon choked with strug- 
gliing masses. 

Searchers found 25 bodies huddled 
together on one of the stairways. Oth- 
ers were seen in various parts of the 
theater, but it was impossible to court 
them in the semidarkness, lit only by 
torches carried by searching parties. 


300 Dead, One Report. 


London, Sept. 23 (A.P.).—The Ex- 
press prints specials from Madrid es- 
timating the deaths in the Novedades 
Theater fire tonight at 300. 

Women and children were said to 
have been trampled to death in fran- 
tic rush for the doors, which were soon 
jammed with bodies. 

Police and firemen worked franti- 
cally to clear the exits by dragging the 
crushed bodies into the streets, but 
the panic-stricken crowd inside tram- 
pied down new victims even faster. 
Army engineers cut openings in the 
building with axes, which released 
some of the trapped. 


Mostly Women and Children. 


When the firemen finally managed to 
clear the doors sufficiently to enter 
they began to carry out bodies on an 
unbroken line of stretchers. They were 
mostly women and children. either 
crushed or burned to death. 

The Express story says that when the 
fire started the orchestra bravely struck 
Up a tune in an effort to calm the au- 
dience. 

An explosion behind the stage, how- 
ever, killed several musicians and added 
to the panic. Further: explosions oc- 
curred while the fire raged on. 

The Novedades is one of the oldest 
and largest theaters in Madrid. The 
flames spread — through the wood- 
en fittings. 


Cheap Seat Toll Greater. 


The interior of the theater was soon 
roaring with flames which spread to 
aujacent buildings. 

Premier de Rivera ana municipal au- 
thorities hurriedly went to the scene. 

Every available automobile was com- 
mandeered to help remove the injured. 
A regiment of infantry from nearby 
barracks assisted in moving those hurt 
All of the first aid stations in Madrid 
were quickly filled with injwed, more 
than twenty of whom <ied. The loss of 
life was greatest from the cheap seats 
in the upper tiers of she house. There

“Few people understand the situa- 
tion,” he said. “When our workers 
first made their way into the Lake 
Okeechobee district they began gather- 
ing bodies and shipping them to Se- 
bring and elsewhere for burial. As 
long as that was being done, we could 
keep a fairly accurate check on the 
number of bodies recovered. 


Property Loss Almost Total. 


“The condition of bodies we are find- 
ing now makes it necessary to dispose 
of them as quickly as possible. As a 
result they are being burned in the 
fields, buried where they are found and 
otherwise disposed of with only incom- 
plete reports coming in to us.”

Detective Chief John McIntosh heard 
of the passing of one of the bills and 
upon investigation learned the name of 
the man who had passed it.

RELIGION IN POLITICS 
BARRED BY FREEMAN 


Bishop’s View ‘Believed Lead 
for Episcopalians; Rabbi Loeb 
Speaks for Hebrews. 
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Violent attacks on the candidacy and 
record of Gov. Alfred E. Smith by some 
local preachers yesterday were Offset 
to some extent by declarations by oth- 
ers that polities is not the concern of 
religion, as the Washington debate on 
the current campaign spread from the 
Methodists, to which it had chiefly 
been confined heretofore, to other de- 
nominations. 

Addition of two Baptist ministers 
to the Methodist cohorts which have 
been bearing the brunt of the charge 
on the Democratic nominee, and non- 
political declarations of faith by an 
Episcopalian, a Hebrew and a free- 
lancing evangelist were the chief pulpit 
features in yesterday’s maneuvering. 

It was discovered in the meantime, 
however, that the Methodists them- 
selves have decided no longer to hold 
themselves up individually as targets 
for their critics. 

The local pastors’ federation of this 
church will hear the report next Mon- 
day. it was learned, of a committee 
which is charged with the task of pre- 
paring an explanation of the Metho- 
dist ministers of the District.

Bishop Freeman’s Views. 


Among the important developments 
yesterday was the deciaration of the 
Right Rev. James E. Freeman, Episco- 
pal Bishop of Washington, that re- 
ligious issues have no place in the 
discussion of politics, and should not 
be brought into political campaigns. 

In view of the fact that this is the 
first indication, so far as is known, 
of the attitude of local Episcopal min- 
isters, the statement from the head 
of the diocese is regarded as of high 
importance. g 

Somewhat similar import is attached 
to a brief discussion of Gov. Smith and 
Herbert. Hoover by Rabbi J. T. Loeb 
at Ohev-Sholom Synagogue. Dr. Loeb’s 
chief theme was concerned with the 
advance toward world peace. 

He cited, however, the nomination 
o1 Hoover and of Smith as evidence 
that there is hope that “eventually 
there will be no discrimination as to 
race or creed in America,” because of 
the fact that neither came from the 
ranks of factions dominant in Ameri- 
can social life.

He also quoted the statemert of 
Theodore Roosevelt, who replied to at- 
tacks on Taft’s Unitarian beliefs by 
declaring the Constitution did not 
recognize creed gr class. 

Dr. Loeb’s statement that it made 
no difference to the Hebrew religion 
whether its followers voted for Hoover 
or for Smith is regarded as indicative 
of the “hands-off” policy of that 
church. For that reason, said Dr. Loeb, 
there is no such thing as a “Jewish 
vote.”

It is by no means clear to the voters 
that the question of water power presents 
a vital issue between the Republican and 
Democratic parties, as Gov.

Smith’s speech might 
be mistaken by the casual reader to mean

distribution. A careful reading of the 
speech reveals that he does not go that 
far.

Public regulation is a necessity and is 
already universal. If public authorities

The mails are carried by private cor- 
porations under contract, the Army and 
Navy are supplied with all kinds of equip- 
ment and supplies by private con- 
tractors, and the Government obtains 
light, heat and power from private cor- 
porations under contract. It is not yet 
proved that Uncle Sam is overreached 
by private contractors. As a rule he 
drives a sharp bargain. But when he 
engages in business for himself he makes 
a failure of it, besides ruining private 
competitors. The Government is not 
suitably constituted to engage in busi- 
ness, whether it be the construction and 
operation of power plants, the operation 
of the railroads, or the operation of ships. 

No one can find fault with Gov. Smith’s 
insistence upon strict public regulation 
of power plants, and upon the retention 
of public ownership of sites already 
owned by the Government or the States. 
A.great proportion of the public, how- 
ever, Without regard to party, will dis- 
agree with any proposal to commit the 
Government or the States to the con- 
struction and operation of plants. No 
half-way ground can be found for partial 
Government operation and partial private 
operation. The Government, if it oper- 
ates power plants at all, should operate 
them all, and extinguish private owner- 
ship everywhere; for private enterprise 
can not compete against the Government.

BAN ON AIR ADVENTURES. 


The newly created French air ministry has 
suspended indefinitely all proposed long-dis- 
tance or record-breaking flights by. French 
aviators. The ban will be lifted only after the 
situation has been carefully investigated. 

Following each transatlantic flight disaster 
the suggestion has been brought forward that 
the governments should prohibit dangerous 
air adventures of every sort. In some respects 
this would seem to be advisable. Many 
flights are undertaken in planes ill-suited to 
the task. Frequently expeditions get under 
way without adequate preparation, piloted by 
individuals whose lack of experience invites 
disaster. But what can governments do about 
it? 

But one transatlantic flight expedition was 
under way in France when the order was is- 
sued, that of Dieudonne Coste, and he submit- 
ted gracefully to the edict. Had he desired to 
proceed, however, he could have moved his 
plane to an isolated spot, to take off without 
publicity whenever he desired. He would 
have violated the order, of course, but once 
in the air he could not have been apprehended, 
and should he have reached the United States 
safely the honor and acclaim that would have 
been bestowed upon him would have forced 
the French air ministry to overlook his viola- 
tion. No one can stop an aviator from flying 
if he is determined to fly. The only way to 
prevent needless disasters is to create a pub- 
lic opinion opposed to foolhardy ventures. 


FASCIST ABSOLUTISM. 


The Fascist grand council’s approval of the 
measure by which the council becomes a con- 
stitutional part of the Italian government 
makes its enactment by parliament a mere 
formality. Under the measure Mussolini has 
provided a system for the perpetuation of 
Fascism and for the selection of his successor. 
The grand council, composed of the presidents 
of the senate and chamber of deputies, all the 
ministers and the chief leaders of the various 
branches of the Fascist organization, has been 
the body to which Mussolini turned for 
advice in all perplexing matters. Hitherto it 
has acted in a purely unofficial capacity, as an 
organ of the Fascist party. 

By the bill the grand council becomes chief 


adviser to the king. It will draw up a list. 
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of Fascist candidates for parliament, which 
later will be submitted to the {oters at election. 
It will send to the king a list of those whom 
it believes are fitted to become premier, from 
which Mussolini’s successor must be ap- 
pointed. It will list those whom it believes 
fitted to hold government posts, and it must be 
consulted on all questions having a constitu- 
tional character. 

The last vestige of freedom permitted the 
Italian people in affairs of government is de- 
stroyed by this bill. Fascism may be 
strengthened thereby, but indirectly the bill 
may the Fascism's destruction.

NEW CANNING PROCESS. 

Thus far an experiment with the nitrogen 
process of canning has proved successful. A 
month ago, under the auspices of the Franklin 
society of Philadelphia and the Hammonton 
(N. J.) Chamber of Commerce, freshly picked 
peaches from New Jersey orchards were placed 
in specially constructed cans from which the 
air was expelled and nitrogen substituted. This 
week the first of the cans was opened and the 
peaches were found to be in perfect preserva- 
tion. From time to time other cans will be 
opened until it is established exactly how long 
fruit can be preserved in its natural state by 
sealing in nitrogen. Later similar experiments 
will be undertaken with corn, apples, mush- 
rooms, dressed poultry, dahlias and roses. 

The nitrogen process of canning holds great 
promise. Annually the country wastes vast 
quantities of produce through spoilage. The 
overproduction of each season, or at least as 
much of it as can be handled, is canned, but 
canned fruits and vegetables lose to a greater 
or less degree their flavor and desirability. 
The nitrogen process, however, preserves 
foodstuffs in their natural condition. Peaches 
taken from the cans this week are said to be 
firm, juicy and as full flavored as they were 
the day they were picked. 

If it is found possible to preserve perish- 
ables indefinitely by sealing them in nitrogen 
there probably will be no more market gluts, 
and insipid early-grown vegetables will no 
longer command high market prices. The 
Hammonton experiments are of importance to 
farmers, horticulturists, canners, distributors 
and housewives the world over

Fewer and Poorer Children. 

To the Editor of The Post—Sir: 
birth rate in the District is decreasing 
so rapidly that our school authorities 
estimate there will be no more school 
children in the District in 1930 than 
at present. The same decrease is noted 
in many of the States, as it is in Eng- 
land. At the present rate by 1975 the 
Anglo-Saxon race will be a thing of 
the past in this country. The birth 
rate is much larger in families of for- 
eign birth than in American. In the

Northern States there are more of for-, 


eign descent and of mixed blood than 
of Anglo-Saxon. This is not true 
among the- whites of the South. There 
the Anglo-Saxon still predominates. 
While the birth rate among Americans 
is decreasing, infant mortality is in- 
creasing. 

The rate of deaths of children under 
5 years of age has largely increased in 
the last half dozen years. specially is 
this true of children of Anglo-Saxon 
parentage. No cause for this increase 
has yet been discovered. As a rule, 
homes are better heated and ventilated 
than formerly and sanitary conditions 
have been improved.

The outdoor picnic is almost wniversa) 
in ite appeal, and the shopper will find 
its effect tonic.

Shoppirig for the outdoor picnic is 
a task which should be done with 
nickels end dimes rather than with 


quarters and half dollars. A picnic ts 
usually a robust affair and not one 


calculated to preserve one’s china and 
linen, not to mention one’s silverware. 
As one is likely to take at least @ few 
picnics in the course of the season. « 
reguiar equipment may be purchased 
at a reazonable expense. 

First of all, one will need paper 
plates. There is a slight difference to 
detect in paper plates. Some are made 
of better and heavier stock than oth- 


ers. No paper plate is supposed to 
cutlive a picnic, but it is esdntial 
to buy plates that will bear their bur- 
dens without bending. Buy plates in 
about three sizes so that overcrowding 
and spilling of food will not ensue. 

Unieas one is traveling in plenty of 
space to the picnic spot she is advised 
to carry along paper cups that are 
foided fiat. More may be carried in 
that way, and there is less danger of 
,crushing. The set-up cups are handier 
and eusier to use otherwise. 

Bargain store silverware is recom- 
mended One may lose enough of 
one’s regular pieces on the first picnic 
to make up for the cost of an entire 
picnic .outfit. Count the noses that 
are to uccompany you, and then buy 
a knife, fork and spoon for each. A 
couple of tablespeons, exjra forks and 
“a carving knife are also needed by the 
culinary department. When buying 
this stuff avoid tin or leadware if at 
; all possible. The former rusts, of 
course, end the latter chips off. Plated 
ware of the cheapest sort is preferable. 

Paper napiiins and table cloths 
should be bought in bulk. None can 
foretell thé quantity of elther that may 
be needed. When the ground is damp 
or rough several cloths may be needed 
If one is serving corn or other roast 
| delicacies, mouths and cars will re- 
quire more than the limited space of 
(one napkin or even two. The paper 
should be of an absorbent nature 

Jugs to contain and keep warm 
cooked tood are economical and ever-

It runs straight to the 
heart of the obesity question and it 
explains why so. Many who start 
treatment for obesity fall by the way- 
side, 

There are a few people who are obese 
because of abnormality of some duct- 
less gland or other. It is known that 
the thyroid gland has much to do with 
the metabolism rate and that is re- 
lated to fatness and thinness. It is 
also a fact that the gonads influence 
the putting on_and taking off of fat. 
Both the pituitary body and the pinea! 
gland have some ability to reguluie 
body build. The contour of the body. 
the division of the trunk as betwezn 
chest and abdomen has something to 
do with obesity. 

But these are the exceptions. The 
rule is that people get fat because they 
crave rich foods and because they do 
not work hard enough to burn up

In many cases, and especially with 
young women, a double chin is noth- 
ing more than a reflection of a general 
condition of excess weight. Here, the 
problem is a simple one of general re- 
duction through diet and exercise. The 
chin and throat may be counted upon 
to take care of themselves The more 
difficult problem arises when the skin 
under the chin begins to sag because of 
thinness or because of sagging facial 
muscles. Much can be done. even then 
toward restoring the youthful lines 
but in very many cases, the flabbjness 
would have been postponed for years 

Twenty is none too young for a gir! 
to begin paying especial attention to 
muscles, skin and tissues of chin 
throat and shoulders: guarding herself 
against fat or flabbiness in later years 
Too often, the fact is overlooked that 
there are muscles in this region, just 
as there are in arms and legs.

It is really no wonder that the public 
desires so vigorously to see and hear 
“The Lights of New York,” which 
comes now to the Metropolitan, follow- 
ing a recent week's stay at the Earle, 
where hundreds were turned away.

AT THE THEATERS 


COLUMBIA 


The most pregnant forces for artistic 
perfection which the screen is able to 
command are combined in “The Pa- 
triot,” currént at Loew's Columbia 
Theater. They are the _ directorial 
genius of Ernst Lubitsch and the pro- 
foundly impressive interpretative power 
of Emil Jannings. Devoted to the 
minute and painstaking visualization 
of a story in the main worthy of being 
produced under such distinguished aus- 
pices, they may be said to mark the 
high point of achievement of the 
American cinema, 

There does not come to mind any 
counterpart in point of sustained ex- 
cellence of Jannings’ superb portrayal 
of Czar Paul I, demented and despotic 
emperor of all the Russias. Never for 
an instant out of character, this con- 
summate artist etches a vicious and at 
the same time pitiable portrait of a 
cruel, lecherous, half-mad degenerate 
invested with the terrorizing power of 
an uncurbed’ tyrant, guided mofe by 
whim than reason. Cunning, brutal, 
arrogant, cringing, lustful, magnifying 
the trivialities of his own dwarfed mind 
into the importance of vital matters of 
state, and ignoring as insignificant the 
things of prime concern to his empire, 
this maudlin monarch, after all, is the 
symbol of utter tragedy; the giant 
weakling, made victim of a conspiracy 
of death by intellects less twisted than 
his own. To the depiction of this com- 
plex character, Jannings brings the full 
measure of a magnificent equipment. 
There is not a moment in the drama 
when one might look upon the figure of 
Paul I and deem him sane. 

About this pathetically contradictory 
character, betrayed to his death by the 
patriotism of his only trusted friend, 
Lubitsch has woven a tapestry of great 
beauty and power, in whicl the most 


obnoxious qualities of the mad czar’s | 


nature are only inferentially e pressed, 
although never left in doubt. Without 
any of the artificial glitter of mean- 
ingless spectacle, he has wrought a tre- 
mendously forceful dram.; one .hat will 
engage the interest of intelligent and 
thoughtful people perhaps more than 
any other made to date. 
It is unfortunate that 
and Florence Vidor should find their 
finest performances so dimme by the 
superlative luster of the picture's star 
It is Mr. Stone who, as Pahlen, plays 
the title role—-that of the prime min- 
later who instigates the plot that rids 
the country of its crazy ruler and ele- 
vates the much beloved crown oo rince 
to the throne, dying with his emperor 
in expliation.

In “Four Sons,” the Fox Theater this 
week presents a picture of noble senti- 
ment and effective contrasts produced 


on a scale of impressive magnitude. It 
might with equal appropriateness have 
been named “Mother,’” for it is in the 
character of the mother of the four 
boys from whom the title is derived 
that the play has its pivotal figure 
and a source of sympathet#é interest 
that becomes almost distressingly 
acute. By many this will be remember- 
ed as Niobe week at the Fox, for while 
the action is initiated with sunny 
scenes of happiness and closes in the 
warm glow of peaceful contentment, it 
is in the main concerned with a “little 
mother’s” heart-breaking anguish as one 
after another of her boys perishes in 
the crimson slaughter of the war. 

The scene is first a village in Bava- 
ria, then the battlefields and finally 
America. Frau Bernle is blessed in her 
four fine sons, Franz, Johann, Joseph 
and Andreas—soldier, smithy, farmer 
and shepherd. When “Der Tag” casts 
its ominous shadow across the earth, 
Franz and Johann march away with 
the color, never to return. Joseph has 
come to America, where he, too, is 
drafted to the colors. Andreas, young- 
est of the four, at last is called to his 
country’s service and dies on the field 
of battle crying “Mutterschen” in the 
arms of his doughboy brother. Then 
it is that Frau Bernle is left alone in 
the simple little cottage which so short 
a time before had rung with the happy 
voices of her four sons. But returned 
to his wife and baby in America is Jo- 
seph. The small son needs a grand- 
mother, and as the picture ends he has 
found one. 

The major movement of the narra- 
tive has perforce here been skeleton- 
ized. It ce on the screen with 
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many illuminating touches of comedy, 
homely sentiment and the arrogance of 
the German high command. Many of 
the scenes are of majestic proportions 
and all are convincingly realistic. There 
has at times, perhaps, been a too eager 
| desire to ameliorate the constant tug 
,} at the heartstrings by exaggerating 
| numerous village types. There lis, too, 
an unremedied tendency, since I first 
vied the film, to drag out the final 
scenes of the denouement following 
the war that leads dangerously close 
to anticlimax. “Four Sons,” how- 
ever, is too highly conceived a subject 
to be appreciably impaired by such 
minor defects 

Margaret Mann, as the mother, offers 
a perfect visualization of the charac- 
ter, although betraying no noteworthy 
power or depth as an actress. The 
four sons are splendidly impersonated

When Zane Grey set about concocting 
his latest novel to reach the screen he 
evidently had just reread Mr. Will 
| Shakespeare’s rollicking farce, “The 
Taming of the Shrew,” and vividly re- 
called a later stage success, “The Mis- 
leading Lady,” which served to intro- 
duce Lewis S. Stone, then a popular 
West Coast stock actor, to Eastern au- 
diences. “The Water Hole,” this week's 
photoplay feature at Loew’s Palace 
Theater, utilizes the identical theme 
and deserves to rank with its predeces- 
sors as a thoroughly diverting exposi- 
tion of how to subjugate wild women. 

The locale necessarily is not the same 
as in the earlier works. Mr. Grey has 
set his tale of rebellious young flappers 
and sunkist heroes in the fashionable 
haunts of the opulent East and the 
sandy wastes of the Arizona desert, 
with the dramatic accent on the latter. 
The Kate in this instance happens to 
be one Nancy Carroll and the Petruchio, 
Jack Holt, and here, I should say, is 
one of the most promising alliances 
recently formed. Miss Carroll possesses 
a delightful flair for comedy and an 
authoritative note in all her clowning 
that few young actresses of the present 
'day seem able to command. Mr. Holt, 
of course, is as handsome a stalwart as 


Now then, set Mr. Holt the considerable 
task of making Miss Carroll leav> men’s 
susceptibilities alone and you have 
something! 

To summarize the whole matter, Mr. 
Holt kidnaps Miss Carroll and takes her 
out on the desert to break her of a few 
bad habits. He has been the victim of 
most of them. Her fiance, being un- 
derstandably annoyed by this en- 
croachment, follows them and is only 
saved from an arid and choky death— 
along with the girl he has “rescued”— 
by the superior mind and muscularity 
of the gentleman who also preferred 
blondes. Dashes of Technicolor here 
and there, and a set of titles a good 
deal breezier than the Mojave seemed 
to be add to the diverting quality of a 
spirited bit of entertainment. 

“Blossoms,”” the Charles Niggemeyer 
stage revue, is a colorfully staged com- 
posite of song, dance and spectacle in 
which Wesley Eddy introduces his 
Palace Syncopators, Arthur Ball, tenor, 
who scores in the theme song of the 
offering, and “Angela Mia;”" Patti Moore 
and Sammy Lewis, a dancing duo, who 
score their biggest wow on a short 
flight of steps; George. Dewey Wash- 
ington, colored character singer, who 
literally stopped the show with the 
best voice and two of the best num- 
bers heard on a local stage in many a 
day, and the Foster girls. 

A particularly effective supporting 
bill has been arranged. The orchestra, 
under Harry Borjes, does wonders with 
“The Lost Chord” as an overture; 
Colby Harriman has unearthed a novel 
reel of artistry in “The Séa of Dreams,” 
a futuristic scenic, and the M-G-M and 
Movietone newsreels add a dash of

Other suggestions are that course 
in industrial programs be given at a 
Episcopal theological seminaries; tha 
industrial institutes be heid annuall 
for the clergy on current , develor 
ments in the fleld of industrial rela 
tions; that tutorial classes for the lait 
be established for the same purpose 
and that an effort be made by th 
clergy in each parish to come int 
close contact with employers or em 
ployers’ associations. 

In conclusion, it will be asked tha 
the church formulate a more specifi 
statement of the fundamental Chris 
tian principles upon whicn indust 
and industrial relations should be 
based.
